The Antigue Casts in the Yale Art School,

The New Haven Palladium says: —

“‘'The collection of casts recently given to
the Street BSchool of the Fine Arta in Yals
College Lias now been open to the publio for
three snccessive Wednesdays. The number
of visitors has not been large, but, consider-
ing the Inclemency of the season
and the modest way in which the
arrival of these works of art has been an-
pounced, more persons have begn in the hall
at the hours of exhibition than we had ex-
pecied to see.

““There are but twenty groups in the collee-
tion (including one comparatively modern
piece); but these comprise about eighty dis-
tinot castings, chosen 8o a8 to represent a va-
risty of interesting monuments of art, statnes,
toreos and bas reliefs, high reliefs, arohitec-
tural and sepulchral decorations. These are
of different periods as well as of different
gorte, Thus the student of art or the student
of history may here flnd his imagination
quickened and his enthusiasm lheightened
with true representations of Grecian. soulp-
ture, as instroctive and important to the
olassical gcholar as are the musenms of natn-
ral history to the students of nature.

“In the central part of the hall are five
large pieces of statuary—the Laocoon, the
Sleeping Prisoner of Michasl Angelo, the
Ilioneus of Munioh, the Venus of Milo, and
the Kephisos. In the twoocornera to the east
are two ancient busts—Apollo and /Escula-
pius; in those of the west a Kanephora and a
torso of Viotory. Around the walls are seve-
ral series of tablets, comprising sixty-nine
geparate pieces, aud including selections from
the Eigin, Towneley, Badrun, and Lyclan
marbles of the British Munseum, and sowe
from other sources. The most beautifal cast
in the ball is the Venus of Milo, taken from
ﬁhe imigixml in the Musenm of the Louvre in
'aris,

““The Parthenon friezes (twenty-two tablets
in gronp nnmber eight) are a portion of the
celebrated spoils sent to Eogland by Lord
Elgin, Britisk Ambassador at Constanti-
nople.”

A Spanish Bishop Snubbed by a School-
master.

A serions rebufl to the eocclesiastioal party
in Spain has Just been given by Don Agustin
Sarda, head master of the normal school at
Navarra.

onths whoge families.certainly wish them to

come good Christians before becoming emi-
nently wise. Notwithastanding what has
been repeated to me, and the advices I have
received on this point, I cannot bring myself
to believe that you are disposed to continue
this propaganda, and still less so in a place
and under conditions so openly contradiotory.
For this reason I limit myself to indicate to
yon by this communication my most grave
foelings of sorrow, hoping that in the reply
your sttention will diotate you will not hesi-
tate to give me all the securities which in so
delicate a matter can tranqaillize my prelati-
oal heart.
